hiffton correspondent telegraphs an inter- 
view which ho had with tbo President at 
Oak View Saturday evening1.

Tho correspondent asked the President 


if ho thought tho publication ol tho Sock- 
ville iettor would be likoly to have any ef- 
fect on tho result ot tho coming: election. 
The reply of the President was very suard- 
cd. Ho said it was impossible for him to 
judge accurately, but having every confl- 
deaco in the intelliROnco and pood sense ot 
the puoplo of tho United States, he did not 
tbUnlc they would bo misled by any episode 
ot such character. 


Tho President askod tho reporter if 
•Murchisons" identity had boon oetab- 
lishcd. Ho was told that A. W. Boll, a 
Pomona (Cal.) lawyer, was supposed to bo 
tho man. Ho amilod, and it was ovldont 
that he entertained tho same opinion. 


Tho reporter asked tho President his 


opinion ot tho propriety of tho minister 
writing such a letter. The President did 
not cave to express an opinion. Ho was 
asked what motive probably inspired tho 
letter.

Not only myself, but every scientific opti- 
cian v.'ili tell you tho same thing. And it is 
this, with its attendant injurious effects, that 
makes the habit so repulsive. 


"Only yesterday I had for treatment the 


case of a lady who camo after eye-classes, 
and 1 thought it was strange her eyes vroro 
In such bad sliape, unless thoro was some 
other cause- than mero failure on account of 
ago, and it couldn't be on that account, bc- 
causo she was just in the vigor of life, and 
very haudsomo.' So I know thoro must be 
tome other cause, I questioned her about 
her linbits of living, and discovered that sho 
had chewed pum from tho time she was old 
enough to know what it was. Here was tho 
cause without any further looking. Why, 
she had to tako tho highest power o( 
glasses I had, and hcrsjght was as bad as 
though she wero eighty. 


"The eye and the optic norvc arc the 


most delicate organs wo possess, and thoy 
can't bo abused with impunity. Tho con- 
stant .chewing ol gum affects tho 'nerves 
that load from the spino to tho optia 
nerves, and strains iho latter until they 
arc weak and give out. 


"It is the same, to a degree, with tobac- 


co-users; but gum-chewing i.i worse, as ita 
victims chew more constantly, and so keep 
up more irritation.

who continuo tho habit feel its effects, and 
I havo a good many cases lately of very 
young girls with poor sight aud weak oyos 
that, as I find by tbo use ol my instru- 
ments and from inquiry into tho habits of 
the sufferers, aviso from no othor hsbit 
than that of gum-chewing. 
If you will 


notice, eum-chcwers do uot havo tho bril- 
liancy in their eyes, tho vivacious and fuli- 
of-lifo!ook;-their physiognomy looks palo 
aud unhealthy. 


"If this habit is ko;)t up as a craze, of 


course tho effect on tho cyos will be more 
evident still, as thoro will bo more cases. 


"Yos, if the newspapers show it up aud 


disclose its injurious effects, tfcfy may 
brjakup tho habit." 


Tlio Origin of iioodlo. 


It is probably derived from tho old English 


word bottol, a bunch or a bundle, a* a bottel 
of straw. "The whole kit and boodle oi 
thomi" is a Now England expression in com- 
mon uso, and tho word 111 this sonso means 
tho whole lot. Latterly boodlo has como to 
bo somewhat sjnonyoous with tho word 
pdo, a term in uso at tho gaming table, and 
signifying a quantity of money. In ths 
gaming sense, when a man has "lost his 
boodle," holms lost his pile or whole lot of 
money, whatever amount he happened to 
havo with him. Tho word may bo an 
Anglicized form of tho German wordboutel 
a purse, and in a ligurativo sense money.
